Tl» Acclimntisation Pociefy has received 
further satisfactory evidenae of the successful 
naturalisation of the aalmon trout in New Zea- 
land waters, a fine epecimen of that fish having 
been captured the other morning in tbe Lower 
Harbour by Morrisey, eiic of the Port fisher- 
men. The fish measured two feet in length, and 
measured seventeen inches in girth, and weighed 
seven pounds. 

The smallest post-office in the world 
(says the Acto ZtaJand HenJUl) is kept in a 
barrel, which swings from the onthanging rock 
of the mountains overhanging the Strait of Ma- 
gellan, opposite Terra del Kuego. Every pas- 
sing ship opens it to place letters in it or take 
them out. Every ship undertokes to forward 
ail letters in it fhat it is possible for them to 
transmit. It hangs there by its iron chain, 
beaten and battered by the winds and storms ;

“ There’s a kind-hearted old gentleman lives — 
■well I forget where — but not in Cfaiistcburch 
anyhow. .He lends money. He can’t help it, he 
says. He likes it. He makes a rule never to 
ask more than forty per cent., and that only to 
perwnal friends. He makes money out of his 
business as a rule. He has a loss now and then.

Year after year does 
this meek, childlees old man walk into the office 
of the money-lender and draw his cheque, and 
then that money-lender prances round the room, 
and blesses the man who invented annuities, and 
throwe ledgers about, and m^es it lively for bis 
clerk, and tho meek and lonely old orphan gors 
aWay down street, and feels every year mote 
and more that he has not lived in vain.” 



FATAL ACCIDENT. 



Still another fatal accident has to be re- 
corded by us, making the third on the list 
within the lart two months. Lately, indeed, 
accidents more or less serious have been un- 
usually freq'uent. The one under notice oc- 
curred on IVednesday, the 25th inst., in the 
afternoon, on the Queenstown road, a^ut a 
mile beyond Kawarau Gorge. A man named 
George Hayes, in the employ of Mr Scheib, of 
Deep Creek, wi« proceeding home from 
Cromwell with a two-horse dray, having for 
loading a hogshead of beer. From the evi- 
dence of persona who saw him at the Gorge, 
it appears he was to some extent under the 
influence of liquor, but not in any way help- 
lessly so, or what might be called '“drunk." 
Previous to the accident, the person who last 
saw him appears to have been Mr 0. Cum- 
mins, who met him shout one o’clock, near 
Mr T, Wilson’s residence, where his horses 
had “jibbed” and had run the wheel of the 
dray so close to the edge of the road that Mr 
Cummins cautioned him, saying if he did not 
mind he would be in the river. Thereafter 
he was not seen until he was found by a son 
of Mr T. Wilson’s about five or six o’clock in 
the evening, lying at the side of the road 
insensible. It would appear that his horses, 
— or horse rather, for one of them was tied 
to the dray behind— backed down a slight 
rise, and ran the dray over the bank. The 
hogshead rolled out «f the cart, and over tho 
unfortunate Hayes, landing on a ledge some 
thirty feet down. The distance from the 
road to the river’s edge is about 150 feet, and 
the dray must have gone the whole way to 
the river, for nothing but half of one of the 
shafts haa ever been seen of it. How the 
horses got dear is a mystery, for except with 
the pulling of the one tied behind, it is h1- 
most impossible that tha dray could have 
passed the ledge referred to j but get clear 
they did, and fed quietly round about. 
Hayes, as we have said, was insensible when 
found. He was taken to a roadman’s hut in 
the vicinity, and during the night he became 
conscious, and explained to the roadman f who 
gave evidence at the Inquest) how the accident 
occurred .and how ho got hurt. Sometime 
early on the morning of Thursday, ha died. 
Dr Stirling made a post-mortem examination, 
and found the injuries very severe, ribs on 
both sides being broken, besides other inter- 
nal and severe injuries which rendered it a 
matter of wonder how he lived so long. Ser- 
geant Casscls, who was informed of the acci- 
dent on the Wednesday evening, and who 
visited the sufferer about eleven o’clock, says 
he did not appear to be in very great pain, 
and he did not give the sergeant any idea of 
being in danger. 

On Thursday, hia body was removed to the 
Sluicers’ Arms Hotel, where an inquest was 
held, and a verdict returned in accordance 
with the evidence. The body was interred in 
the Cromwell Cemetery on Christmas even- 
ing. Hayes was a native of the United States 
and was fifty-seven years old. 



THE HOLIDAYS. 



’The Christmas of 1874 in Cromwell is uni- 
vereally set down as having been an un- 
usually dull one. The town has had none of 
that busy and brisk appearance common to 
it at this time of tho year ; and the number 
of outsiders in for the holidays has been but 
small. Christmas Day was dull and lower- 
ing as regarded weather, and the town looked 
remarkably wretched all day with the whole 
of the places of business closed and hardly a 
soul to be seen in the streets. Better things, 
however, are expected during this week. 



For the races, which certainly did not pro- 
mise well, things Have taken on a brighter aa- 
pearance, and probably; the entries for all 
the minor events will be beyond the aver- 
age. For New Year’s Day, sport is provided 
here, there, and everywhere. The Good 
Templars are confident of a very successful 
picnic. . The Bannockburn, and Bendigo 
lodges are expected to turn out well on the 
occasion, and as they, with the Cromwell 
Itodge itself, number nearly 160 members in 
all, the attendance, if confined to Tpmplara 
only, which is in no way probable, will be 
something considerable. Their concert in 
the evening is being assiduously practised 
for, and is likely to bo an improvement on the 
last one they gave. Perriam’s s^rto are to 
be held as usual on New Year’s Day, and • 
very good programme, it will bo seen, is also 
issued for Bendigo. So that no lack of 
amusement is provided for tha British pub- 
lic during the present week. 

On Boxing Day and yesterday, sports were 
held at Qnartzville, including horse and foot 
races, quoiting, &c. The Maiden Plate on 
Saturday was won by Mr, George Partridge’s' 
Echo, and the Trotting Bace by Mr Robert 
Walker’s Border Lass. The wrestling was 
won easily by R. E. Dagg, and the run- 
ning high leap by H. Goodman. The 100- 
yards foot race fell to Raby, of the Nevis. 
We have not heard any particulars of Mon- 
day’s results. The amount of money given 
is quite insufficient for two days’ sports. A 
much wiser plan would be to give it all away 
in one day. More people would be attracted ; 
in fact, on Hie Saturday, as it was, there was 
a very good attendance. And the events 
would probably be better and more nume- 
rously contest^ than were those of Satur- 
day at least, for we cannot speak as to those 
of Monday. Some di varsion” was provided 
at one time during Saturday afternoon by a 
slight bout at fisticuffs, but it was just reach- 
ing the interesting stage of coat-doffing when 
the Sergeant of Police interfered ; and he 
also, very properly, put tho fear of the law 
on on elderly gentleman at whose shrine— in 
the shape of a porter case with tha magic let- 
ters U aud 0 chalked on it, and a figure 7— 
the public apparently, felt inclined to wor- 
ship to somo extent. 



How She was Quieted. 

On Friday, says the DetroU Free Freu 
of July 26, a woman about thirty years old 
was arrested in the Western district for 
disturbing the peace, and the event almost 
distracteil her, although she had seen tho 
inside of a cell before. She began howling 
and iveeping a's soon as she was locked up, 
and Bijah, the janitor of the Ninth Avenue 
Station, felt his heart getting tender. He 
offered her a harvest apple, but she only 
stopped long enough to see what it was, 
and then went on crying out, “ I am dying; 
I know r am 1” He besought her to live 
for the sake of her husband, who is away 
on the lakes, but she said she would be 
cold in death before morning if not set at 
lilwrty. • He showed her the almanac, aud 
tried to induce her to peruse it, and settle 
her mind, but she tried to pull his hair 
through the bars, and raised her voice until 
it could be heard two blocks away.

' Tnapeka Mouth to Greenfield Station. About,

-■ but was brightened np with frequent flashes 
■’ ■of lightning. ' The thunder became load and 
. deafening. It rained,, literally in torrents; 
;«nd was accompanied with hail ; so large 
•were the atones that they averaged about 
half-anrinch thick in diameter. The noise 
they made oh the roofs in falling, drowned 
' all other sounds. The hail did an immense 
. damage to (be ^rdens, knocking off the fruit 
r and smashing the beds of vegetables, so that 
.what was full of promise in the morning, was 
, .prostrate and drooping in the evening. But 
'the storm fell with special fury 6'ker the saw- 
rnill and on the hill above. So much' so that 
for a short .taraS Mr Pearce’s garden was a 
' flowing river,, -which bore away the fallen 
frhit,.and accnmnlated on the other side of 
the road. , The workmen in the juill-shed 
■were soon up to the knees, and the water rose 
up to the bars of the fUrnace. It floated 
away the sawn timber out of the iacks, and 
, oven tore np part of thetrim'way, and did no 
small amount of damage. — During the thun- 
derstonu of Saturday afternoon, a flash of 
lightning struck a post at , the rear of Mias 
M'Swuiey’a residence, at Wetheratones, 
splitting the post in thousands of pieces, and 
scattermg' the fragments in all directions. 
The rails adjacent to the post were displaced 
. setoral feet. -Two ejre-'witnessfes state that 
the earth around the post was driven up- 
wards, as if by a whirlwind, tlius testifying 
'to the yiolonce of the shuck. : A mare was 
feeing close by, but fortunately she escaped 
with a fright. A large number of people 
visited the sjiot 'on Sunday, and viewed ■with 
amMeraent the effects of the electric fluid, a 
similar phenomenon not having oecutred in 
the Haighbourhood for ' some years. Mr 
TLtchener's house, at the Camp, .Lawrence, 
h^ a very narrow escape. A flash of light- 
ning struii dose to the house, causing it to 
vibrate considerably.

This fact Im vine come 
to the knowledge of his Diocesan, the Bishop 
of Lincoln,' the latter wrote to Mr King ask- 
ing him to give up his connection' With the 
turf. I The sole answer Mr King vouchsafed 
was to refer the Bishop to his solicitor. The 
Bishop shortly afterwards; seeing in the 
papers that Mr King was' still interesting 
himself in racing matters, addressed another 
letter to him, written in a most gentlemanly 
and Christian spirit, reminding Mr King of

jun;, merchant^ which was again before the 
Auckland Supreme. Court on Septe'(hbet'23, 
is one of the 'most! .remarkable commercial 
cases ever heard in Auckland. ' 'Thome took 
the old-established business of Robertson and 
Co., and commenced extenaivq transactions, 
representing some £5(), 000, on £500 capital. 
Credit with the Bank of New South Wales 
wna sustained by the name and reputation of 
his father, Mr George Thome, merchant, of 
Sydney. An important branch of the bank- 
rupt’s bnsiness was the pnrobtoing .and ship- 
ping of wool to America. ' A Ia,r^ 'consign- 
ment of wool, purchased on accommodation 
given by the Bank of New South Wales, was 
sold at a frightful sacrifice in America during 
the temporary panic.' Immediately on re- 
ceiving intelligeu'ce of his serious losses, 
Thome endeavoured .to get the' Bank to keep 
him going, in the hope that he wo\dd ulti- 
mately dear off the great deficit. ■ They de- 
clined, and in otder to force them, it is al- 
leged he commenced realising his estate, pay- 
ing away large sums to outside creditors, to 
the detriment of the Bank. Some of these, 
amounfsit is 'alleged were paid subsequent to 
the Older obtained by the Bank making him 
insolvent. When the case came into the In- 
solvency Court the Bank secured the appoint- 
ment of one of their accountants as trustee. 
He examined the books, in which entries had 
latterly been made ■without date, and found 
letters paying large sums had been sent with- 
out being entered in the letter-book. The 
Imnkmpt then neglected to go over the ac- 
counts with the trustee, and made various 
statements of his affairs which the trustee 
objected to. The bankrupt has been weeks 
under examinationduring thepastfew months 
in endeavouring to ascertain the exact state 
of Ilia affairs, without the caa e being advanced. 
The Chief Justice to-day said unless a satis- 
factory statement was submitted before the 
day to which the case •was adjourned, he 
would commit the bankrupt for contempt of 
coart. ,

Terribk Fire at Massacliusetts; ' 

Tlio correspondent of the Southern Cross 
wiites : — On the morning of Saturday, 1 6 tli 
September, , at seven o’clock, thbre' broke 
out in.the cotton factory known as Granite 
Mill No. 1, at Fall River, Mass.,' -a fire, 
which jiroved 'as dis.“islrous to life and pro- 
perty as any that the loss of a single stfUc- 
ture has ever inflicted on 'the community; 
At this writing it is estimated there were 
forty persons killed outright, and eighty 
injured In the building, which was’six 
storeys high,. 368 feet long, . and fiS .fopt 
wide, there were employed over TQO.people, 
of whom by far the larger proportiori were 
women and young girjs.' The fire began 
in the fifth storey, near .the north end of 
the building. Ic was caused by ffriction 
in a “ ittule”.' h'ef<d,''and if jiropor means had 
beep immediately taken, it could have been 
extinguished in, a few minutes, and there 
-would have been no need of striking an 
alarm. The whole north end of ' the room 
was soon one sheet of flame,' which spread 
with fearful rapidity to the south tnd. It 
then burned through tho floor-info the attic, 
and became wholly unmanageable. - The 
Superintendent of the mill, Mr M‘Creery, 
was the first to discover the fire) fcnd he says 
that he-iramediatelyistruck the. fire-alarm, 
in ofddr to wilrn all of their danger, and of 
the immediate necessity of at once escap- 
ing from the rooms. By this timely warn-
